Bert grew this apple tree from seed. Planted in the back 
yard 20 years ago, it took 11 years to produce fruit and was 
producing for three years when the inevitable bad boys 
climbed and broke it down. It grew up again as twin trees 
and has been producing again just this last three years. 

The Morden Experimental Station has taken scions and is 
grafting them to Siberian Crabapple roots—the most robust 
root available—and when this work is finished, a new apple 
to be called “Bertrand,” will be available to growers. The 
most remarkable fact about this story is that only one seed 
in 2,000 produces a tree of eating apples. The seed-produced 
tree ordinarily goes back to being a crabapple.
